Drop In Bucket Compared 
With Enormous Supply

L O N D O N , Jan. 24.— The other 
day the United States dipped in­ 
to Great B ritain’s shoe reservoir, 
came 
up with 
100.000 pairs 
of 
shoes and it didn’t even make a 
dent in the supply. 
One 
day’s 
work, at full capacity, would have 
replaced the shoes. 
And 
there 
were still 3,500.000 shoes in the 
reservoir. 
Great Britain has been on top 
of the army shoe problem 
since 
January, 1915. 
A t one tim e there 
were five 
million 
pairs 
in 
stor­ 
age. 
For just one short period, 
in May, 1916, the stock fell off to 
less than 800.000 pairs, but th at 
was due to a 
tremendous 
call 
from Russia. 
Between November 
1914 
and 
November, 1917, there were sup­ 
plied to the arm y 24.500,000 pairs 
of shoes, 1,000,000 pairs of service 
boots and 1,500,000 pairs of rub­ 
ber boots. 
In addition ten 
m il­ 
lion pairs of shoes 
have 
been 
sent to Russia, three million pairs 
to Italy and smaller amounts to 
Rumania and Serbia. 
Cost of the shoes has increased 
from fourteen shillings to twenty- 
four shillings since the outbreak 
of the war, for

Atter the war there may be a 
strong fight to keep this 
nation

great military [lower. 
No doubt this

Only About Five Per Cent of Full Crop of Navels In Some 
Sections—Valencia Crop Makes Better Showing 
But Below Normal—Lemons Fair 


The Riverside Press has made Its annual statement of the Southern 
California citrus crop. 
This paper’s estimate is made each year and is 
recognized as conservative and thoroughq The Press says: 
Estimates received from Press correspondents in all the leading orange 
and lemon growing districts of Southern California indicate that the navel 
crop, owing to the unprecedented hot spell last June, will only be about IO 
or 12 per cent normal. Some important navel districts only report 5 per cent. 
Valencias and other late varieties make a better showing, but the crop is 
below normal. The lemon crop will be about 75 per cent normal. The esti­ 
mates for Southern California points total 15,100 cars of oranges, or a little 
less than 40 per cent of the crop for last season. 
The lemon srop is esti­ 
mated at 5580 cars. The prices promise to be high and localiteis which have 
a 50 per cent crop may realize nearly as much r.et money as usual. 
The 
“drop" was most severe In the sections from Covina east, and the nearer you 
get to the coast, the more nearly normal the crop is. Detailed reports follow:
